German Government concerning the 
attacks on the A m erican 
steam ers 
Cushing and Gulflight. 
I am now in­ 
structed by my governm ent to com ­ 
municate the following in reply: 
The g o v e rn m e n t

full reco g n itio n by the Im perial Ger­ 
man G o v ern m en t, In discussing the 
cases of th e Cushing and

Imperial G erm an G overnm ent to ac­ 
knowledge 
and

any h ostile a c t,” by G erm an aircraft 
or vessels of war is satisfactorily es­ 
tablished; an d the governm ent of the 
United S ta tes will, in due course, lay 
before the Imperial G erm an G overn­ 
ment, as it r eq u e sts, full inform ation 


co n ce rn in g th e attack on th e steam er 
Cushing. 


The Cum* of the Fulnha Discussed. 


With regard to the sinking of the 
steamer Falaba, by w hich an Am eri­ 
can citizen lost his life, th e g o v e rn -; 
ment of the United States Is surprised 
to find the Imperial G erm an Govern­ 
ment contending th at an effort of a 
merchantman to escape c a p tu re and 
secure assistance niters the obligation 
of the officer seeking to m ak e the cap­ 
ture in respect of the safety of the 
lives of those on board the m erch an t­ 
man, although the vessel had ceased 
her attempt to 
escape 
when to r­ 
pedoed. 
These are not new circum stances. 
They have been 
in

m inds of 
statesmen and of in tern atio n al jurists 
tkroughout the developm ent of naval 
nrfarc, and the governm ent of the

States dpes not

(lit they have ever been hejd to alter 
tie principles 
of

vhlch It has insisted. 
Nolhing but nctunl forcible resist­ 
ance or continued efforts to escape by 
(light when ordered to stop for the 
purpose of visit on the p a rt of the 
merchantman has ever been held to 
forfeit the lives of her passengers or 
cr. w. 
The governm ent of th e Uni­ 
ted states, however, does not u n d e r­ 
hand that the Im perial G erm an G o v -1 
ernment is seeking in this case to re­ 
lieve itself of liability, bu t only In­ 
tends to set forth the crcum stances 
which led the com m ander of the sub­ 
marine to allow himself to be h u r­ 
ried into the course which he took.

The Prooeeees by Which the Masees of 
Unequally 
Charged 
Vapor 
Are 
United, the Lightning Flaahea Gen­ 
erated end the Downpour Started. 


Lights lug la the result of electric dis­ 
charges from the clouds, says the Elec­ 
trical Experimenter In printing w hat 
It 
calle 
“a 
thunderstorm 
primer." 
Every cloud, like every other object 
contains electricity. 
This makes no 
disturbance so long as the quantity 
oontalned Is normal. 
When the quan­ 
tity becomes greater than normal the 
object la positively charged; when it 
becomes lees than normal the object la 
negatively charged. 
The equilibrium 
of the electric force in the clouds is 
disturbed by evaporations from tbe 
surface of the earth, by changes of 
tem perature in the atmospheric vapor, 
by chemical action on the earth's sur­ 
face and by the friction of volumes of 
air of different densities against each 
other. 
When clouds charged with the oppo­ 
site electricities approach, the forces 
rush toward each other and combine to 
raatore the state of equilibrium, for all 
bodies charged with opposite electrici­ 
ties attract each other. 
Between the 
clouds Is air, an excellent nonconduc­ 
tor, through which the electricity has 
to force e passage. The violence with 
which It does this produces the light­ 
ning and the accompanying crash of 
thnnder. 
Clouds are good condnctors, while the 
air about them is a nonconductor; 
therefore the electricity accumulates In 
the clouds. 
It Is probably this elec­ 
tricity which prevents the particles of 
water from uniting together and falling 
down in the form of rain. 
Imagine two clouds near to each oth­ 
er In the sky, one positively and the 
other negatively electrified, for there 
cannot In all nature be such a condi­ 
tion as that of one body positively ex- 
j cited without the coexistence of an- 
j other* body negatively excited. 
If the 
positively charged cloud were all alone 
in the sky the circumjacent atmos­ 
phere would assume the negative func­ 
tion. But as the other cloud is near by 
It becomes negative, and both are mu­ 
tually attracted. 
They approach each 
other until the space of air between 
them can ao longer resist tlielr electric 
tension, 
when 
the 
discharge 
takes 
place. 
Tbe equilibrium of the clouds ls»ing 
thus restored, there Is nothing to keep 
the particles of w ater apart; they coa­ 
lesce Into drops aud fall as rain. 
When only the clouds are Involved 
the equilibrium Is quickly restored by 
a few flashes and the storm Is over. 
When the air also Is involved It con­ 
tinues to charge the clouds with elec­ 
tricity, and the discharges continue un­ 
til the various strata of air are brought 
into their normal state. 
Sometimes, 
when 
the 
clouds 
are 
charged w ith an opposite electricity to 
that of the earth, a discharge takes 
place from clouds to earth or from 
earth to clouds. 
It Is only when there 
Is a great disturbance of the electrical 
forces th at the lightning flashes to the 
earth or vice versa. 
The flash and the thunder peal are 
simultaneous, and we see the one be­ 
fore we hear the other because light 
waves move far more swiftly than 
sound waves. 
The peal of thunder is 
instantaneous, but comes to us as a 
roll through being echoed from clouds 
or mountains. The noise is caused by 
the vibrations of the air rushing to fill 
up 'be spaces where the electrical dis­ 
charge has rarefied it and condensed 
Its vapors. 
Lightning Is zigzag when it travels 
through a Tong distance, because it 
compresses the air, which interfere* 
with its direct course. 
It is straight 
when It passes through only a short 
distance. 
It is forked when, being re­ 
sisted by the air. it divides into two or 
three points. It is sheet when tbe flash 
Is too distant to be visible, and Its re­ 
flection alone Is seen. 
By remembering that sound travels 
a quarter of a mile in a second, while 
light travels so swiftly that we see it 
instantaneously, we can tell how far 
off a thnnder clap is. 
If we hear a 
thunder clap four seconds after seeing 
the flash we know it is a mile away. 
For such calculations our own pulse is 
a sufficiently accurate measure of time, 
for the pulse of an adult heats shout 
once a second. 
A person under forty 
should count five boats to the mile; n | 
person tinder tw enty should count six 
beats to the mile.

How to Correctly Wash Lace Curtains 
and Dry Them. 
There is a right as well as a wrong 
way to do curtains. 
First, take tbe measure of all thecur- 
tulns before putting in the tub. 
Keep 
thla slip of measurements to adjust 
the stretchers correctly. 
Second, fold the curtains lengthways 
aud crossways until they are nliout a 
foot either way and keep them this 
way until they are ready to put on 
frames. 
This will keep them from 
stretching. 
Third, soak in slightly warm water 
for a half hour, then squeeze gently 
(never wring» and put in w anner wa­ 
ter and rub them good with any white 
soap. 
Let 
souk 
while the curtain 
frames are being cleaned by using a 
small whisk broom and soapsuds, then 
rinse and dry. 
Now squeeze the cur­ 
tains carefully (never rub on a board), 
remove from this w ater and place in 
a boiler of warm suds and ammouia 
and let come to a boll and boll about 
ten minutes. 
Fourth, suds, rinse and blue. 
Now 
for the starching, which is a very Im­ 
portant part. 
For six pairs use three 
tablespoonfuls of good starch to three 
and one half quarts of water. 
Dip a 
small piece of net in the starch to try 
It and then dry It quickly and make 
sure tbe stiffness the curtain will be 
when dry. 
Fifth, now they are ready for the 
frames. 
Take the first one and put 
over the pin in one corner of the top 
of the curtnln; then go to the bottom 
of tbe curtain on the same side and 
catch up the other corner, then the op­ 
posite corners. 
Now begin in the mid 
die of the curtain and pin two or three, 
then in the middle between this and 
the ends either way. 
Same way with 
the other sides, also tbe ends or top 
and bottom. 
Do not draw tbein along the edges, 
but w ith both hands bring them up to 
the pins In a straight line. 
Keep the threads of tbe curtains al­ 
ways straight and case in any alight 
fullness, should there be any, ratber 
than let it come out at ends. 
When dry remove carefully and do 
this one important part: Lay the cur­ 
tains lengthwise on a bed not in use 
and fold in the middle lengthways, 
then once again 
lengtbwaya, 
never 
crosswaya. 
When the curtains are on 
the poles they will bang in lengthwise 
folds. 
The surprise and satisfaction that 
come from curtains done the right 
way doubly repay one for all the work. 


Soallopsd Onions. 
Boil aix or eight onlous until tender, 
changhig the w ater once. 
Separate 
them with a fork and arrange In layers 
in a buttered earthen dish, alternating 
the layers with buttered breadcrumbs. 
Reason with salt and pepper, pour over 
the whole enough rich milk to nearly 
cover, spread with melted butter and 
brown in a moderate oven.
